During 
1874, from six to ten men were employed in 
prospecting and opening up the mine. ■ A dis- 
tance of 250 feet has been driven along the reef, 
rises have been put up at intervals of about 40 
feet, and two shafts sunk with the reef to the 
water level, 9.3 feet below the present workiugs. 
The only stone crushed during the present season 
•was taken from these prospecting drives in dif- 
ferent parts of the mine. The quantity crushed 
■was 160 tons, which gave 187 ozs. 2 dwts., or 
nearly 25 dwts. per ton. 

Tbe height of stone over head along the 250 
feet driven is 80 feet, Of this about one -half 
h.as been taken out and ernsbed with tbe result 
already stated. Two shafts have also been sunk 
■9.3 feet below the present level to tbe water ; 
tbe reef all through, where opened up, runs 
from eighteen inches to six feet in depth.

From both Mr Ulkich and the Goldfields 
Secretary, during their late examination of 
the quartz workings in this district, wo re- 
ceived very plain intimations that no de- 
tailed report of their proceedings would he 
available for public information for some 
time to come j but still, Mr Ulrich’s in- 
vestigations were conducted so openly, and 
his remarka were made so freely to the 
proprietors and managers of the various 
mines in every district which he visited, 
while tho reports we have seen in several 
of our contemporaries havo been so full 
and complete, that we can form a very fair 
idea of what the general nature of his re- 
post. will be. We believe on the whole 
that his report on this Province as a 
field for quartz-mining enterprise will be 
an eminently satisfactory one, — satisfac- 
tory to the people in the Pi-ovince as assur- 
ing them of the permanency of this impor- 
tant (very shortly in our opinion to be the 
chief) branch of mining industry, and satis- 
factory to. them in offering reliable testi- 
mony to others outside the Province of the 
same permanency. Some vain individuals, 
of course, whose experience in mining mat- 
ters may possibly have been gathered in 
one claim, will of course plume tbemselves 
on the fact that they knew all this before, 
and that they did not require any such 
person as Mr Ulrich to demonstrate the 
fact. Of course not, they knew it all ; 
but somehow or other capitalists outside 
and even inside tlieir districts feel shy of 
accepting the authority of the manager of 
the “ New-Chum'' or the “ Lueky-for-a- 
Month" company on such subjects. Capi- 
talists have been bitten too often and too 
much to trust these reports, and it is well 
that some man of the great experience in 
mining matters that Mr Ulrich possesses 
should have been iLsked to step in and re- 
port on the quartz workings, and point out 
the conditions under which they ai-e lifting 
carried on, and whetlier such conditions 
are likely to lead to success or not. The 
vain individuals of whom we havo hinted 
will.of course go on in their own fashion 
till they ai-e fairly starved out of it, but 
we fully believe tlvat Mr Ulrich's visit 
will gradually be the means of causing a 
complete revolution in tlie methods at pre- 
sent in use for tlie extraction and saving 
of gold from quartz, and that more atten- 
tion will be paid by mining managers to 
keeping careful records of the position of 
their workings and the displacements to 
which their reefs are subject. We ear- 
nestly hope that such will be the case, and 
that the industry of quartz-mining will 
soon t-ake the position which it ought to 
take, — that demanding the utmost skill 
and scientific treatment. Let us remember 
that quartz-mining in New Zealand is only 
in its infancy compared with Victoria, with 
her 3400 quartz reefs. 

While avoiding anything like the least 
attempt at anticipating Mr Ulrich’s re- 
port, there, are two points in our present 
method of working which have come out 
so strong during his late tour, and which 
at once suffered condemnation at his hands, 
that we should only be losing valuable 
time in neglecting to refer to them. One 
of the errors has long bp.en patent to any 
sensible man, and has often formed the 
subject of comment ; but now that we 
havo it brought under our notice with 
something like authority, we surely believe 
it will not ba allowed to exist much longer. 
One of the points to wliich we allude is the 
all but universal practice of working with- 
out a proper survey, and without keeping 
a plan of all the proceedings which take 
place in the mines. The other is the pre- 
sent process of saving the gold by copper- 
plates and ripples, — the practice at, we 
tliink, every battery in the Province being 
a uniform one, although the stone or ore 
from one mine differs or may differ as much 
from that of another as night from day. 
To yiut the matter shortly, in fact, in de- 
scribing the present practice of working a 
mine and extracting tho precious metal, it 
may he described as the “rule-of-thnmb" 
system. Here and there it is modified for 
the. better or for the worse, according as 
the intelligence of the working or mine 
manager rises or falls abovm or below the 
average standard, and also according as ho 
happens to he an energetic or a lazy man. 
An energetic and conscientious manager is 
sure to be a discontented one, as things 
have hitherto been going, because he knows 
he has been and is losing gold ; whereas 
the manager of a contrary nature is per- 
fectly satisfied, because “this is the way 
they did on Pleasant Creek when ha was 
there." (Twelve or tliirteen years ago, 
perhaps !) 

It is hardly beHevable that out of all 
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the quartz-mines which have been and are 
lieing worked in this diatrlct, (we believe 
we inight say the Province,) there is not 
nne oT which the manager or the august 
body of directors can produce a survey or 
plan of the workings of even the rudest de- 
scription. brothing to show what stone 
baa been taken ont or what it has yielded 
where the stone has yielded so much or so 
little how the gold' shoots (to speak tech- 
nically) ; how wide or how deep the shoot 
is ; how the reef dips or strikes ; — in shorty, 
no record of anything essential to a know-, 
ledge of the proper way to work a mine is 
kept. Everything of the sort is kept in 
the memory of the one man who happens 
to be manager for the time, (very well 
kept, we will admit, in many instances); 
but there is no permanent record. And 
knowledge such as we are now speaking of 
is simply incommunicable. It is impos- 
sible for any man to give all ths details of 
a reef which has beenworked for any time 
to even a skill '^d man, let alone an ordinary 
shareholder. Is this sort of thing right 1 
In any other business but that of quartz- 
reefing, would it be tolerated fgr a single 
■week 1 Most assuredly not. ' And as if the 
■want of proper records in working the 
mine was not enough to damn the present 
system, what do we find if we jburaue our 
researches a little further 1 Why, the 
same faulty system carried out in its en- 
tirety. No account kept of the amount of 
■quicksilver received at certain dates, and 
none of the amount on hand at any fur- 
ther date ; no account of the amalgam, or 
the weight of gold retorted from so much 
smalgam ; not even, in many cases, (by 
Tar the majority,) the number of tons 
■weight of quartz from which such and such 
Tesults in gold were obtained. And when 
•accounts an kept, what do we find 1 At 
■one time, one hundred tons will yield ap- 
’parently one hundred and fifty ounces ; 
at another time, from the same reef, but 
sixty ounces ■; — and no attempt is made to 
^discover any reason for the great inequality. 
Again we. ask if such a loose system would 
be tolerated in any other business I Could 
:any other business stand it 1- 

We have occupied so much apace already 
tliat we must hasten to a conclusion quickly 
an speaking of the process now in use of 
moving the gold, — the ordinary copper- 
’jdato and Tipple-^table. At one time in Vic- 
■toria these were (as now in Otago) in uni- 
•versat use; but they are now universally 
mbandemed in favour of a better plan. Mr 
TJlr:ch, we believe, intends to send plans 
aind full ■descriptions of the methods ■which 
mre sised in Victoria at the present time, 
■•and really we think that the mere fact of 
■certain methods being ado])ted there should 
-at once determine Otagan quartz-reefers in 
■(favour of their ■use here. If not, tli,en it 
•were useless Tor twenty thousand Crmn- 
will Arguns to ■urge the matter upon their 
attention. 

The report of Mr Ulrich will not be 
!sent to the ■Government probably for a 
month or six weeks yet ; but we fully an- 
ticipate it wHi be one deserving of more 
■than the •usual share of attention when it 
is. After our experience of Mr Ulrich 
in this dlstiict, we think we can say that 
« little delay in its production will simply 
'mean the presentation of a thoroughly con- 
sidered and altogether reliable one. All 
the facts which he has collected we may 
rest assured will bo accurately stated, and 
the deductions made only after due and 
•calm considerabioTL When U has been re- 
■ceived and considered by the Government, 
•we hope that it will be published for 
general information.

Association, ia aotiiateii by a policy unfavour- 
able to the interests of the goldfields. J ndging 
by the tone of articles which have lately ap- 
peared in several of our contemporaries, we had 
thought Mr MacKellar was gaining the confi- 
dence of the mining couimnnity, but he has yet 
to gain the confidence, it seems, of those who 
ought to know him best. *' A prophet has no 
honour in his own country." Mr MacKellar 
has treated the Bannockburn portion of his oon- 
stitaeney rather cavalicTly, it must be admitted ; 
and we ixney that the present action on the part 
of some of the minen there ia the outcome simply 
of a slight discontent and offended dignity.

However, he was well dosed with 
simple emetics while the doctor was being 
hunted Up, and in two or three hours he was 
pronounced thoroughly ont of danger. No 
blnmewbatoTer is nttrihut.able to Mr (ball, who as 
chemist vended the medicines, for he had 
labelled the linirnont bottle with “ Poison” in 
large letters. It was sim'ply one of these unfor- 
tunate mistakes which it is said are apt to occur 
even "in the best regiiiated familiea’’ 

Measles is prevalent among adults as 
well as children in Auckland. Six clerks in the 
Bank of New Zealand are now laid up with that 
complaint, and the Rowing Club’s eecmid crew 
for the regatta had to be disbanded owing to one 
member taking the disease. 

Some people like Beck’s beer nntl some 
like Onodger and Kuhtze'a, but we hear a story 
from the Lakes district which almost confirms us 
in the belief that some people have not had their 
taste in the matter of beer properly formed yet. 
In a certain remote portion of that district, there 
reside a very dronthy lot, and it appears, ac- 
cording to oiir veracious correspondent, tlia- 
after they had finished during the recent holi- 
days all the available John Stewart and James 
Heimessy, — local man-ufactnre we have no doubt, 
— they tackled a c.aak of Goodger and Kuhtze’s 
best. This they finished at the upset price of 
two-and-eixpence a billyful. The landlord, find- 
ing it to pay, filled up tbe cask with pure Lake 
water, which was taken (after being -well shaken) 
lit the same price, and met with ready customero.

All this is by wav of apology for 
being unable to give complete news of the results 
of the Tapamii races. All we know is that on 
the first day Roranambnla won the Maiden Plate, 
cantering round. Sultana, the only other entry, 
not coming to the post. For the Tapaniii Han- 
dicap, for which there were twelve nominations, 
onlv three came to the pest, — Right Bower, 
Traitor, and Stack pole. These came in in the 
order named, Right Bower -winning easily. 
Prom the fact that a number of the Cup horses 
were at this meeting, the results of the whole of 
the events were looked forward to with interest, 
and we regret being unable to give further par- 
ticulars.

DUNEDIN. 

Monday, 8 p.m, 

Theease of Irvine (C.E.) versus Morrison 
and Co., of Blue Spur, in which damages 
for breach of contract were laid at £3000, was 
concluded at the Supreme Court on Friday. 
A verdict of £260 was given for the plaintiff. 

Colin M’Intyre, a seaman, was injured on 
Thursday by falling from the deck-luiuso of 
the ship Auckland, and died in the Hospital 
on Saturday moi-ning. 

The Interproviiroial cricket match, Canter- 
bury against Otago, was concluded on Satnr 
day afternoon. The Canterbury eleven, who 
went to the wickets first, made 364 in their 
innings. Otago made 148 in their fii-st, and 
56 in their second innings. Canterbury tlius 
won in one imiings, wiUl 161 runs txi spare. 
Paramor, of the Otago beam, batted splen- 
didly, and will be presented by the ericketei-s 
with a purse of sovereigns. 

At the Supreme Court this morning the 
case of Malaghan v. Wenkheim commenced, 
and a considerable ammml of evidence was 
taken, 

C, F. Adams, cordial manufocturer, of 
Invercargill, died suddenly yesterday. An 
inquest was held at the Hospital to-day, 
wiicn the evidence showed that deceased wus 
subject to apoplectic fits, freui the effects of 
one of which he died. 

The charge of wilful murder against Wal- 
tera was ■withdrawn to-day at the R.M.’s 
Court. H e stands com m itted for -manBlaugh- 
ter on the warrant of tlie Coroner, 

The Mikado airivcd witli the San Francisco 
mail on Saturday at Auckland. The most 
irteresting item of news is that of tiie wi-eck 
of th-e Mongol, which was fornieriy a ’Frisco 
mail steamer. She struck on a cluster of 
rocks twenty miles from Hong Kong, and 
sank. The captain and his wife, the first and 
fourth officers, second and third engineers, 
and others were drowned. Fourteen persona 
were saved. 

Tlie prize-takers in the Colonial firing are 
as follows. There ware six matches in all. 
Skinner, of the Armed Constabulary, ia 
champion, with a total score in six matches 
of 313, Elder, also of the Armed Con- 
stiibulary, is second with 313. Wilson, of 
the Port Chalmers Naval Brigade, made 310, 
Goldie, also of Port Chalmers, was fourth 
with 308. Hoskins, former champion, made 
306, and was fifth.

It is the usual custom, and a good and 
proper one, to start quartz-mining batteries 
with some slight ceremony, in the way of a 
gathering, not only of such persons as may 
be interested ix the success of the mine, but 
of the general public, to witness the maiden 
motion of the machine, and afterwards to 
join in wishing success to the particular en- 
terprise with vhich it is connected. In the 
case of a public company, of course it can be 
understood that it is pos-sible a goodly mim • 
ber may assemble on aiicli an occasion, but 
in the case of a private proprietary, a good 
attendance evidences, outside of all “inter- 
ested motives," a feolin" of guod-will and of 
interest in the prosperity of the venture ; 
and this we am glad to be able to chronicle in 
the present iiistance. Messrs Williams and 
Edwards, the proprietors of the Young Aus- 
tralian claim 2 nd battery, are well-known and 
respected working miners, who have most per- 
soveringly developed the claim, and succeeded 
in erecting tt no slight outlay the halterv 
christened yesterday. And that the piihli- 
are disposed most favourably to look on and 
acknowledge such perseverance was amply 
evidenced bv the very flattering attendance 
which respoided to the invitation-given at 
very short notice, it may be stated — on the 
part of the jroprietors. Over one hundred 
people, and i fair proportion of the fair sex, 
tackled tbe lill to be present .at the ceremony, 
and these ■wire from every part of the dis- 
trict. Cromwell sent a fair number of her 
leading eitiiens, while visitors were also 
present froii Lowbuvn, Bendigo, and the 
Nevis Ferry direction. We believe many 
more from Cromwell would have been 
present, had it not been for the prevalence 
of a high wild all the morning ; and it is no 
joke to fitmi a ride on Cromwell flat in a 
dust-storm, io say nothing of the pleasure in 
prospect of ajournoy Up the Cairick hill in a 
gale of wind. Strange to sav, however, the 
breeze was cviifincd to the ff.at, and all day 
on the hill thi weather was calm and pleas:int, 
so that tliosewlio were dcteiTed by the above 
reason lahoiiiod under a delusion, and are 
very sorry thiy did not go, if only to escape 
what was in Q-omwell a very unpleasant day, 
AiTived at thi top of the hill,— for tliere the 
machine ia sluated, quite five miles from 
Qnartzville,-ef course the “inuer man” 
began to male known his wants, and the 
“ outer man"was well saliafied to perceive 
that ill this reiard ample provision had been 
m.ade ; and tlia perception being conveyed 
quickly from he outer senses to the inner 
sensibilities, smie short space of time was 
given over to tie discussion of eatables and 
drinkables. Tie spread of viands was really 
excellent, and ITossrs Wiiliaras and Edwards 
had evidently nude “ expense no object” in 
this particular natter. Mr Geer, of Qimrtz- 
ville, was the caerer, and his efforts reflect 
every credit upoj him. It ia only fair to say 
this, because hii efforts wore much appre- 
ciated, as may beimagined. 

Although one (clock was the hour men- 
tioned for the stirring of the affair, it wa 



nearly three before the proceedings got fairly 
cninmencod. Tlie interval was sjicnt by the 
visitors in an inspection of the machinery, 
which is well known to be of a fii-st-clasa 
ohaTaotor.

Here Mr 1). A, Jolly took the position of 
toast-master, and began business by propos- 
ing “The Queen,” This of course was re- 
ceived luyally, and the toast of the “ Superin- 
tendent and Provincial Council" waa the 
next on the list. 'I’liis on the Garrick might 
be expected to be received hardly so loyally, 
and in connection with it an amusing circum- 
stance was that the proposer, Mr Taylor, advo- 
cated Provincial institutions mast enthusias- 
tically, and did it so eloquently that he car- 
ried his audience with him, and completely 
took the wind from the sails of the unfortu- 
nate gentleman who replied (Mr Buchan), 
who, by a curious anomaly, is an avowed 
opponent of Provincialism, and advanced his 
V lews of course moat religonsly. 

Then caiiio the toast of tlie day, Success 
to the Proprietors of the Young Australian." 
This -was proposed by Mr Jolly in very good 
style. He commented at length upon the 
perseverance shown by Messrs Williams and 
Edwards, and praised their pluck and deter- 
mination in a very happy fashion, and in 
terms 'whidi found a warm response, judging 
by the applause, in tho minds of his hearers, 
Mr Williams, for himself and partner, re- 
sponded fittingly and feelingly. 

The Corporation of Cromwell wus next 
given, being proposed by Mr W. Edwards, 
and responded to by Mr Jolly, aa Mayor. 
Mr James Marshall in a few words proposed 
the Quartz Bliniiig Interest, and Mr Goodger 
replied. The Alluvial Interest found a well- 
wisher and proposer in Mr John Richards, 
and a worthy champion in Mr M’Kcrsie. 

Mr Biiclian followed, with the toast of the 
“ Commercial, Banking, and Agricultural 
Interests." Mr J. A. Preshaw, of the Bank 
of New South Wales, responded, making a 
few remarks relative to the investment of 
cajiital in quartz mining speculations. In 
what might he regarded as genuine specula- 
tions, he said, such aa the one under notice, 
the banks and capitaliaia would be always 
found willing to advance and invest, but so 
many " bogus" or poor things had been put 
before them fur investment, that no wonder 
they were often found shy and unwilling. 

Mr R. D. Owens then gave the “ Carrick 
Water Coiiipany.” Mr James Taylor, in re- 
sponding ns Chairman of Directors, said the 
sohotne of bringing in water to the Carrick 
was universally acknowledged to be, if car- 
ried out, the thing that would make the Car- 
rick and Bannockburn districts ; and yet, in 
the f:icu of this, the support the company had 
received in th.at quarter was so scant that it 
was not worth while nientioniiig. He pro- 
ceeded to give the Bannockburn and Carrick 
residents a “ro:lsriiig" for their liikewarni- 
ness in I ho matter, and referred to the fact 
of the machine that day christened going to 
bo worked by the very water that many Ban- 
noakburn people s;iid would never come in, 
as a proof of the determination on the part 
of tliB diroctura to go on steadily with the 
work, a^id use, os they always had used, their 
heft endeavours to bring tbe scheme to a siic- 
ceisful termination. — Mr Goodger, os another 
of the di Biters, followed in the same strain. 

The healths of Hie engineer (Mr Reid) and 
contriTctor (Mr Urummy) were then drunk most 
enthusiastically, and the toasting concluded 
with last, hut not least, “The Ladies,” pro- 
po.scd by Mr Shanly, and responded to by 
Mr Egertoii. 

A number of gentlemen were then shown 
over the mine by Mr Williams, and a disposi- 
tion shortly began to manifest itself towards 
m:iking a start Iiomcwards ; and between six 
and seven most of the visitors left. In con- 
clu-sioii we may state tliat it vvas one of the 
most enjoyable day’s outings which has been 
afforded to people in this district for some 
time, and everybody appeared heartily well 
pleased with the whole affair. Messrs Wil- 
liams and Edwards h-ul gone into the thing 
colt remove, and they had the satisfaction of 
seeing the whole of their visitors delighted 
and surprised indeed at the arrangements 
made for their convenience and comfort. 

Work ia to be commenced at the machine 
at once, and there is any amount of stone to 
go on with. Unfortunately the supply of 
water ia not all that could bo wialicd, but 
this is not surprising, for the season is just 
now the dryest of tho year. To secure the 
sujiply they liavo at present, the proprietors 
have gone to Cousidetshle expense in thg 
erection of a store-dam, by which means they 
will be enabled to work about twelve houm 
a day.

The, minutes of the previous meeting'hav- 
'ing been read .and confirmed, the inward and 
•■outward correspondence was read. This had 
reference to the subsidy to be received from 
the Government, the receipt of ryhich was 
satisfactorily arranged for. 

With regard to the subscriptions by resi- 
dents (if Dunedin, it was suggested that it 
would be fair^ to the subscribers, and might 
liavo a beneficial effect by way of example, if 
tliese were advertised in one of the Dunedin 
papers ; and this ■was accordingly resolved to 
be done. 

Messrs Wakefield and Snook were appointed 
auditors, at a fee of ouo guinea each. 

Tho matter of furnishing the Hospital 
building was then considered. On the mo- 
tion of Air Starkey, seconded by Mr Gudgeon, 
it was resolved ; “ That Alessrs Taylor, Jolly, 
Alarsli, and Johnson be a snb-coramittee to 
draw up an inventory of furniture, &c., re- 
quisite for the building, and submit the same 
to a special meeting to be called for the pur- 
pose.” 

The Secretary was asked to procure a copy 
of the Hospital Ordinance for the guidance of 
the Committee, and also copies of the bye- 
laws of tbc different Provincial Hospitals. 

The building being nearly completed by 
tlie contractor, it was mentioned that it would 
be necessary for the Building Committee to 
forego their functions, .and hand over the 
building to a Committee of Management 
elected by the subscribers.

Doubtless the future of this place as a reef- 
ing district is exercising the minds of many, 
blit 1 must confess that, so far, 1 can see no 
very extraordinary access uf prosperity in 
consequence. It is true, mining leases have 
been marked off in all directions, but in tho 
majority of instances tlie pegging off at pre- 
.sent represents the amount of work done. 
Certainly there is some slight excuse for this, 
owing to the non-appearance of the surveyor ; 
and this reminds, me to reiterate the general 
opinion tliat liO'needs assistance. Applica- 
timis cannot bo heard until after survey, and 
iimntha often elapse between the time of ap- 
]dication and the survey being made. De- 
lavs aro proverbially dangerous, and I may 
add, hurtful in our case, as just at the pro- 
Eoiit time numbers of thoroughly practical 
miners. are seeking employment and finding 
none, in consequence of the above state of 
things, and the opportunity of securing skilled 
labour to work our mines does not occur 
everyday. Surely the present encouraging 
asDcct of qiiart;( iniiiiiig ought to iiidiico 
(ill'icial.s ami speculators to work ii]) to some 
■ 'ther* motto than the paradoxic.al one of 
/esliiia fodey and if -they have read Sliake-

+fts your readers aro aware, wo wore ho 
noured by a visit from Mr G. F. Ulrich. In 
company with one of tho “ oldest inhabitants” 
he visited all tho workings, qld and now. 
Ho was greatly irnproasod with tho apparent 
resources of 'the place, and expressed his as- 
tonishment at . the evidences uf past mis- 
manageniont displayed. • He gave us very 
many useful hints, wliich, if carefully at: 
tended to, may retrieve the fortunes of Ben- 
digo, and, induce now confidence in our lodes. 
Ho says tho Cromwell Company’s reef is uri- 
siirpassud in tho Australian colonies. Ho 
thinks higlily of the Deep Level as 'a legiti- 
mate mining enterprise ; as,, also, tho pro- 
posed trial of tho Rise and Shine reef. He 
was surprised to see a reef like the Aurora 
abandoned, and this opinion e.xtended to 
nearly all tho claims which he saw had be,en 
tried.. In fact, from the general aspect of 
affairs, it would appear that we are at least 
ten years behind the other gold-produeiiig 
colonies in all matters relating to quartz reef- 
ing and crushing. Now, if we accept and 
act up to his advice, which is doubtless based 
on a very long practical experience,' we may 
hope to bring quartz mining to a successful 
and certain issue in the majority of instances ; 
provide prolltablo employment forthis genera- 
tion of miners, &c. , and leave a tolerable 
legacy to tboso cnniilig after us; Air Ulrich, 
in company with Alessrs AlacKollar and Cope, 
paid us a second visit last week, to inspect 
the reported new discovery in the Lucknow 
miiioi I believe his first expressed opinion 
of this claim remains unaltered. ■

Charles Colclcugli, town clerk' and rate col- 
lector, produced the minute book of the Tow'ii 
Council.' , He read the minute stating that the 
assessment book had been handed in by the as- 
sessors and. been allowed by the Council ; and 
also the minute of a rate of Is 3d in the pound 
having been struck. He also read the particulars 
of. the .assessment from the book : '£1.35 asaesa- 
inctit, £S 8 s 9d rate.

on January' 1. It was a general holiday, but hej

applied among otliers for the appointment of 
Town-clerk and rate-collector to the Corporation,^ 
and although the minute of his appointment was 
ionly to the effect that “ Mr Colclough be ap- 
1 pointed Town-dork, ’’..still both offices were uii- 
deratood.

Mr Johnston, in condiuling tlie case for the 
Corporation, hauded in a number of papers and . 
appointments. 

Mr Wilson said in defending tins case, of 
course it must be remembered that he hatl but 
to obey instriictioiis, and liis whole defence 
would lie iii nonsnit xioints.

' "truthful statement with reference to the fate 
|of Sir Roger Tichbome, according to which 
he was bufiBd in a- desert island (Sydney 
' Island),:3n ,the South Pacific, in 1865. ■ The 
■old sailor, Oeorge Claridge by name, bears 
the repntation, among all who are acquainted 
' ' with him, of hding an upright truthful per- 
'Bon, and, withal, a man of deep piety. ■ His 
ignorance en general topics would utterly 
■preclude the possibility of imposition in his 
istatements here given if any objects could, 
•exist far deception. It is quite impossible ' 
'that'ho,co.uld;have obtained any knowledge 
■of Sir Roger Tichbome or his family, except 
from ‘^e lips of that gentleman himself in i 
the manner he describes. As soon as this 
imitter got abroad, Ernest C. Stock, a leading ' 
, mercbaht on the Hilo, visited Claridge and 
•exhibited to hini a copy of the ■ iiiitstrafcd ^ 
London Jfeiw containing engravings of the 
Tfichbqmo family. He immediately pointed 
•out the lifeenesa of Sir Roger and exclaimed, 
That is the man whom I buried in Sydney 
Tsland.” This island lies south-east from the 
Island of Botumah, between 200 and 300 
■miles, and is occasionally visited by vessels 
fn quest of beche-de-mer. Claridge is one 
•of a thoBsand of his class of “rovers" who 
•drift about the islands of the Pacific, and 
finally settle do^wn down in some chosen 
haven Dt rest to spend their old age. His 
statement is to the following effect “ In 
■'the year 1854, as near as he could rememher, 

, ho left, a ship at Rotnmah, After he had 
..been on that island some time a schooner 
named the Annie, engaged in the beche-de- 
■mer fishery, called there. On going on 
hoard, Claridge found she was just out from 
Home, and that off the River Plate she had 
picked up s boat containing two men in a 
Tarnished condition, and they were then on 
hoard the schooner. The master of the ves- 
sel, a Prenchman, told Claridge that one of 
the rescued men was an English gentleman, 
•very sick, and that he spoke Prench as well 
•as himself. Claridge engaged to go in the 
•schooner to take care of the sick gentleman, 

• and to help to get a cargo. He thinks this 
was in the early part of 1855, but does not 
remember distinctly. The vessel, he be- 
lieves, was American, but he remembers no 
particnlars about her, nor the names of any 
•of her cwff. Five days after leaving Rotu- 
roah they reached Sydney Island, where they 
found no inhabitants, and plenty of beche- 
de-m^r. Claridge, with some natives of 
Rfjtumab, went ashore to pursue the fishery, 
and the sick gentleman, at his own request, 

, was ahio put ashore, with everything the ves- 
sel afforded to add to his comfort. The 
schooner sailed away, intending to return in 
a short time, but Claridge has heard no tid- 
_ ings of her.ftom that day to this, and conjec- 

tures that she -was lost. He was some two 
years on the island before it was again visited 
by a vessd. Some time after landing on the 
island the sick gentlemans sajd but little to 
anyone, but, as he got worse, he called 
Claridge to him, and told him that ho •was 
near his end, and requested him- to procure a 
quill from one of the wild birds that fre- 
quented the island, to make a pen of. He 
had a scrap of paper in which had been 
wrapped apiece of cheese, from the schooner, 
and on this, with the blood of a bird, he 
wrote something. This paper ho gave to 
Claridge, and told him to keep it sacred, and 
the first ship that came to have it copied, to 
keep tho original himself, but by all means to 
■make it public whenever he got to a civilised 
, land. He then informed Claridge that his 
name was Roger Tichbome. This happened 
on the 10th or 12th day after landing on the 
island. After this tho sick man was fre- 
quently delirous until he died, about the i 
18th day after landing. In his lucid mo - , 
ments he stated that he sailed from Rio in a • 
ship deeply loaded, that she went down in a 
squall, and that himself and seven others got 
into a boat which drifted about until all 
perished except himself and one other per- 
son, and that they were 40 days in the boat 
before being picked up. He said that it he 
could get to Hong Kong he should find plenty 
of friends and money. In his delirium, he fre- 
quently spoke of his father, with whom ho 
appeared to have quarrelled, and he often 
fancied himself talking to his mother, whom 
he addressed in French. . Claridge kept the 
paper as directed, and showed it to the cap- 
tain of the ship, who eventually took, him 
from the island. It met with no attention, 
.After, getting to Wellington Island, a New 
Bradford boy, named Mandell, copied a part 
of tho writing (some of it being in French), 
but Claridge does not know what disposition 
he made of it. Mandell was on the whaling 
ship Miles Standish, and promised to trans- 
mit the paper to the relatives of Tichbome 
through, the first British ship'or Consul, he 
should mtot with. Whether he ever had the 
opportunity ' is, unknown.” The original 
paper, written by Sir Roger Tichbome, is 
nowin the possession of Claridge. ,It is a 
• 89 '^®? scrap, and°tli6 inscrip- 

ttoii, it beartr in the blood of a bird haa almost 
. cqtiipletBly faded out. The signature, how- 
ever, c.in still be traced. The remainder 
ivill have to be subjected to some chemical 
process with great care for reator.afion snffl- 
cieotly to be deciphered.

' : sul Sit this port has already taken steps to se- 
, cure the statements of Claridge in . official 
, form and possession of the paper mentioned. 
There can be no doubt that some light of a 
very effective character will now be thrown 
upon the Tichbome mystery. — London Times. 



Latest from the Palmer. ' 

The f7tuu‘d'i<tn of Wednesday last publishes 
the following telegram received by them via 
Hokitika hum Mr J. C. Brown, M.H.R.;— 
Cooktown, Jan. 20. 

There are no fresh discoveries at tho Fal- 
nier. The first workings are mostly worked 
out, and the ground at tho new rush is all 
occupied. _ It is only just pay.iLle: Very 
little gold is coming down, and whet there is 
is principally the product of a few claims. 
Thu workings are confined to narrow runs in 
the , beds of rook-bound creeks. Two inen 
can work but a claim in three weeks. Pro- 
visions are plentiful, and prices moderate. 
Tlie quartz workings are suspended for six 
months, waiting for machinery. The hotrainy 
season is now on, and fever is very preva,lent 
at Cooktown and on the mines. . It is mostly 
NewZealand arrivals that are attacked. Many 
are dying. Around Cooktown and along tho 
Palmer road graves are frequently ihet with, 
being scarcely out of sight the whole journey. 
No one should think of coming before the 
end of March. The climate is good from 
I April to November. Large numbers of 
miners arrive by every steamer, but fully 
one-half return sick, and many die. 

From an exchange wc take the follow- 
ing ' 

A gentleman who arrived at Brisb.me from 
Cooktown describes the . heat at the latter 
place as almost unendurable. In an ordinary 
cook-house the glass stood at 120 deg. the day- 
previous to his departure. Sunstrokes 
abound, and the mortality on tho field, aris- 
ing chiefly from dysentery, is something ter- 
rible. ’ “ Tho, men arc dying like rotten 
sheep,” said our informant. Tho Brisbane 
journals hope . the record of such facta will 
deter any further exodus until the proper 
season. 



Mr Collamer’s Deafness. 

Old Collaraer, by the way, is singularly 
unfortunate in his experiences of the sanc- 
tuary. He is extremely deaf, and a few Sun- 
days ago he made a fearful blunder during 
the sermon. The clergyman had occasion to 
introduce a quotation, and as it was quite 
long, he brought the volume with him ; and 
when the time came he picked up a book and 
began to read from it. We always sing the 
Old Hundred doxojogy after sermon at our 
chnroh, and Mr Collamer, seeing the piistor 
with the book, thought the time had borne, 
so while the minister was reading ho opened 
the hymiJ-book at the place. Just as the 
clergyman laid the volume down the man sit- 
: ting next to Mr Collamer began to yawn, and 
Mr Collamer, thinking he was about to sing, 
immediately broke out into Old Hundred, 
and roared it at the top of his voice. As the 
clergyman was just beginning “ secondly,” 
and as there was of course perfect silence in 
the church, the effect of Mr Collamer’s voci- 
feration was very startling. But the good 
old man failed to notice that anything was 
the matter, so he kept right on and sang the 
verse through. 

When he had finished, he observed that 
everybody else seemed to be quiet, excepting 
a few who were laughing, so he leaned over, 
and said out toud to the man who yawned , 

“What's the matter with this congrega- 
tion anyhow ? Why don’t they go home 1” 

The man turned scarlet, and the perspira- 
tion broke out all over him, for he felt that 
the eyes of the congregation were upon him, 
and he knew that ho would have to yell to 
make Mr Collamer hear. So he touched his 
lips with his fingers as a sign for the old 
man to keep quiet. But Mr Collamer mis- 
understood tho motion: 

“ Going to sing another hymn, hey ? All 
right.” 

And he began to fumble his hymn-book 
again. Then tho sexton hurried up the aisle, 
and explained matters nut aloud to Mr Col- 
lamer, and that gentleman subsided, while 
the minister proceeded with his discourse. 
The clergyman has ivritten Mr Collamer a 
note requesting him in the future not to 
join in the sacred harmony. The effect is too 
appalling upon the ribald boys in the back 
pews . — Max Adder. 



Is Typhoid Fever Contagious. 

(From the 5cofcma«.) 

Many readers will be aware that most 
medical men liold typhoid fever to be non- 
contagious, in the ordinary sense of the term 
— hatt is to say, it may be produced by bad 
drainage or similar violations of sanitary laws, 
but cannot be communicated from one person 
to another. In a long letter which appe.ired 
in the Times of Monday Professor T^dall ' 
contends for the opposite view, his special 
object being to state the facts and argumeTits 
brought to bear on the subject in a treatise 
by Dr Budd, of Clinton. Dr Budd’s position, 
according to Professor Tyndall, is this : — 
“- He. seeks to prove that there is no such 
thing as the spontaneous generation of ty- 
phoid fever — that the malady is propagated, 
as surely as smallpox is propagated, through 
a special virus of contagion. The book from 
beginning to end is one comprehensive argu- 
ment, with reference to which it may be said 
that the facta alleged are of the most con- 
clusive character, while the logic which binds 
them together is, as far as I can see, simply 
irresistible,” Professor Tyndall quotes some 
of Dr Budd’s facta respecting an outbreak of 
typhoid fever at the village of North Tawton 
in 1839. The first case occurred on the 11th 
of July, 1839, and before the end of Novem- 
ber eighty of the inhabitants had suffered 
from it. Some persons who were attacked 
removed, in tho incipient stages of the dis- 



ease, to other neighbouring villages— and 
they carried tho fever with tliom, causing it 
to uecoino epidemic there. There were in 
the dwlfict twenty or thirty other hamlets, 
tho sanitary conditions of which were just as 
bad as those Of North Tawton— that is to s.ay, 
very bad indeed — but no case of typhoid 
(ever ocourred in any place to which a person' 
suffering was not romovod. Professor Tyn- 
dall thus sums up the conclusions deduoible 
from the facts relating to llio North Tawton 
outbreak; — “There is no oonfusimi of data 
here.; no blur or indistinctness in the ol> 
server’s vision, no flaw, as far as 1 c .111 see, in 
his reasoning. He follows the morbific agent 
from place to place, sees it planted, deve- 
loped, shedding its seeds, producing new 
crops ; growing up where it is sown, and 
there only. ' Ashpits fail to develop it ;i 
putrescence fails to develop it ; stench fails 
to develop it ; even tho open privy is power- 
less as long as it is kept free from those al- 
ready attacked.” He proceeds to say that 
Dr Budd -shows the special and almost ex- 
clusive,- fociw of the ' poison which spreads 
typhoid fever to bo the intestine, and points 
out that the reason why the disease has been 
held to be non-contagioUs is that in cities 
where the greatest medical authorities reside, 
the arrangements are , such as ’’ to throw 
medical practitioners, off tile scent. "Tlie 
seat of the disease being tho intestine, with 
well-appointed wator-olosets, it is not in the' 
sick room that the mischief is done, but’ 
often at a distance from the sick-room, 
through the agency of the sewer, which Budd 
graphically describes as a direct continuation 
of the diseased intestine.- Hence the mystic 
power of sewer gas ; lienee the inability of 
the mctropolifcin practitioner to trace tlie dis- 
ease to its origin. Hence the iminuuity of 
undrained country villages as long as tlie 
specific poison'kceps away, '•■ and hence also 
the localised ravages of tho disease in such 1 
villages as soon as it appears.” Professor 
Tyndall, in conclusion, expresses a strong 
conviction that the typhoid poison is in the 
nature of a germ organism, and draws at- 
tention to “ the crowning fact, already pub- 
lished in the medical journals, that Dr Klein 
has recently discovered the very organism 
which lies at the root of all the mischief, and 
to the destniction of which medical and 
sanitary skill will henceforth be directed.”

I 
have had to study all d.ay, when I was not 
rehearsing or eating, and go straight home 
from the tieatre and stay up till three mid 
four and five in the morning ; I h,avo been 
obliged to jet up at eight o’clock tiie same 
morning, rsad my p.arts over ag.-iin, and go to 
a rehearsal at ten o’clock, 1 got my memory 1 
so well outivated that I at last would got my ! 
wife to read through a long farce, just re- ! 
peatiiig thi long speeches twice, without ever ! 
having seen , the words myself, and get ; 
through itactually every word.” j

There was a page of excel- 
lent letter-press, describing everything, tlie 
ground at Creedmoor, the spectitors, the 
competitors, the firing, and with this report 
was given a number of wood engravings, each 
representing a target, and showing not only, 
the “miter,” “centre,” and the “buirscye,” 
but also the very spot on the target where 
every bullet hit. This unique way of record ■ 
ing the comparative skill and success of the 
Irish m.arksmcn took immensely in Hew 
York. It was published in the morning at 
the usual price, ten cents or fivepeiioe per 
copy, and at noon that dajia copy wa.s in de- 
mand for a dollar. When tho (baughter of 
Sb.aron, the Sun Franoiscu millionaire, w.as 
married, the Chronicle and other papers gave 
most minute descriptitms of the wedding 
pageant. ^ But the ri/ironicfc outbid its coii- 
toinporarics by giving not only a plan of tbo 
bouse in which the bride was to dwelt, but a 
statement of every article of fiirnitiu'e, and a 
most mimite dtiscription of the bridatchamber 
bed, and bedding, the cost of each .article 
that Went to make up the wedding garments, 
a list of the presents, and a deballeJ history 
of Sharon and his ancestors.
